THE INDEPENDENT DER TAGESSPIEGEL FEATURES A 
FRONTPAGE COMMENTARY BY JOACHIM BOELKE WHO SAYS: "IT IS 

AN UNPLEASANT AND OBJECTIVELY INEXCUSABLE DEVELOPMENT 
THAT AT A MOMENT WHEN BERLIN WITH SUPPORT FROM MANY 
NATIONS IS MAKING PREPARATIONS FOR ITS 750TH ANNIVERSARY 
CELEBRATIONS, THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE THREE WESTERN 
POWERS ON THE ONE SIDE AND GOVERNING MAYOR DIEPGEN ON 
THE OTHER, ARE BECOMING INCREASINGLY TENSE. DIEPGEN 
INDICATES MORE AND MORE CLEARLY THAT HE FEELS RESTRICTED 
IN HIS POLITICAL FREEDOM BY THE THREE WESTERN ALLIES' 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE SITUATION IN AND AROUND BERLIN. 

HE INDEED WENT SO FAR AS TO ACCUSE THE ALLIES OF 
COLLABORATION WITH THE SOVIETS AIMING AT MAKING IT 
IMPOSSIBLE FOR GDR LEADER HONECKER TO ACCEPT THE

ARAB STATES, IN A PAGE-FOUR EDITORIAL SAYS: "EVEN IN
